Claims 2-7, 9-22 are presented for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 2-7, 9-22 are allowed. 

3.1 While Blake et al. discloses a method and system for simulating the 
execution of a computer program, including receiving a request and routing the request to 
a simulation program via a real time logger; Bilger discloses a home automation system, 
including the switching of a simulation mode; and Elliot discloses a method and system 
that includes the routing of incoming requests to an external application using a 
communication link; neither of these references, taken alone or in combination with the 
prior art of record discloses a system and method for performing a simulation that 
includes selectively route the request for input to either a simulation program or the input 
device, depending on specific modes of simulation, wherein selectively routing the 
request for input comprises: routing the request for input to the simulation program if the 
simulation mode is turned on; routing the request for input to the input device if the 
simulation mode is turned off^ as specifically shown in the claims, in combination with 
the remaining elements and features of the instant invention, it is for these reasons that 
the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
